Of the dead, 2012 were men 
and 2418 women; 680 were chil- 
dren under the age of 16, and 
55 weré “unclassified.” In ad- 
dition to, the total dead, 61 
persons were listed as missing 
and believed to be dead. 

This was an inerease over 
the totals of 4259 killed and 
5557 injured in Marcb. 

Total civilian air raid casual- 
ties since last June are 35,695 
killed and 47;856 wounded, 

The Admiralty yesterday re- 
ported the navy had lost 11,285 
officers and men, killed and 
missing, since the war began. 
Of this number, 4260 were list- 
ed as killed in action. The 
wounded totaled 3352.

REPLY TO RED SEA, 
VICHY STATEMENTS 


Correspondents Are 
Warned German-French 
Collaboration Deal Is 
Not Yet Complete. 


BERLIN, May 17 (AP). — Au- 
thorized sources said today, “Let 
President Roosevelt continue med- 
dling in European affairs and we 
will succeed in uniting all Europe 
against him.” 


This was their comment on 
Roosevelt's statement decrying col- 
laboration of the Vichy Govern- 
ment of France with Berlin, and 
on his observation that, in the 
past, American warships have been 
used to protect American com- 
merce and obtain freedom of the 
seas in distant waters. 

In the German view, these 
spokesmen said, Roosevelt is likely 
to perform for Europe the same 
service which the French states- 
man, Raymond Poincare, rendered 
to the German people “in uniting 
them by his strictures.” 

As for the comment on warships 
made in answer to questions about 
the German proclamation that 
Nazi naval activity might be ex- 
pected henceforth in the Red Sea, 
Nazi informants said: “Compari- 
sons are dangerous; Mr. Roosevelt 
had best watch his step.”

BRITISH FLYERS. 
10 BE TRAINED 
INU. SCHOOLS 


First Group to Start Work 
Next Month — Several 
Thousand Men to Come 
Annually. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP).— 
A high War Department official 
today disclosed final approval of 


plans to train several thousand 
British pilots a year in the Unit- 
ed States. 

The first group will begin recetv- 
ing instruction next month, he 
said, in civilian flying schools un- 
der army contract and in advanced 
training centers of the United 
States Army. 

In addition, the program pro- 
vides that the British will open 
some civilian schools of their own 
here with the United States fur- 
nishing planes and equipment and 
Britain peying the instructors. 

The student flyers. will come 
here as civilians rather than as 
members of the Royal Air Force, 
sidestepping possible international 
complications which may arise 
from training foreign military pi- 
lots in a legally neutral country. 

How Program Aids Britain. 

American training of British 
flyers is expected not only to re- 
lieve the British of this work but 
to clear their airfields for purely 
military operations. 

Some Britons selected to ferry 

big bombers across the Atlantic 
already have been sent here’to re- 
ceive gpecial instruction in han- 
dling those ships. Such training, 
however, has been given only to a 
comparatively small number of 
men. 
An official said the actual num- 
ber to receive flying instruction 
could not yet be fixed, and he 
did not state the size of the initial 
group which is scheduled to start 
work in the first half of June. 
However, he said it was certain 
that in a short time the rate of 
trained pilots turned out would be 
several thousand a year. |

DETROIT, May 17 (AP). —

FLY REPLIES TON. A.B 
DIRECTORS’ ATTACK 


Says Officials’ Must Be Strong 
Enough to Do Duty in 
Face of Pressure. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—James 
L. Fly, replying to an attack on 
his administration of the Federal 
Communications Commission by 
directors of the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters in — St. 
Lauis, said last night, “It is of no 
great concern to our democracy 
whether any one particular man 
or group of men shall occupy pub- 
lic office. : 

“It is of real concern to the na- 
tion, however, that .official posi- 
tions be held by men of sufficient 
strength of character to do their 
duty in the face of the strongest 
pressures which can be turned 
upon them.” 

After the N. A. B. convention 
ended in St. Louis, directors of 
the association, who had been de- 
nounced by Fly for failure to rep- 
resent the radio industry, charged 
regulation of radio stations under 
Fly had been “punitive, capricious, 
biased and destructive.” 

The directors added: “We leave 
to the public the judgment of 
whether the state of mind exhib- 
ited by Mr. Fly qualifies him to 
be chairman of a Government 
commission calling for judicial im- 
partiality.” 

President Roosevelt told a press 
conference yesterday “he had. been 
giving his attention to more im- 
portant things than a dispute in- 
volving segments of the radio in- 
dustry and. the FCC. 

Fly said Thursday the N. A: 'B.’s 
type of management reminded him 
of a “dead mackerel in the moon- 
light—it both shines and stinks.”

FOR WEBSTER GROVES 


Seventh County Municipality 
to Adopt Ordinance Con- 
forming to St. Louis’, 


Webster Groves has adopted a 
smoke control ordinance confarm- 
ing fully to the uniform smoke or- 
dinmance as recommended by the 
St. Louis County League of Mu- 
nicipalities.. Amendments to an 
earlier smoke ordinance. which 
were adopted unanimously by the 
City Council Monday night include 
the enforcement provisions of the 
effective St. Louis ordinance. 

Webster. Groves is. the Seventh 


St. Louis County city to enact the 
uniform ordinance. Maplewood 
and some other municipalities are 
expected to act on it.soon. Last 
winter, when the new ordinance 
was clearing the air in St. Louis, 
some of tne suburban cities had 
much more smoke and soot. 

The smoke ordinance enacted in 
Webster Groves several years ago 
had not proved effective. The new 
ordinance prohibits use of coal 
containing more than 23 per cent 
volatile matter in any hand-fired 
furnace or stove. High volatile 
coal may be used in mechanically 
fired equipment. Coke and low- 
volatile smokeless coals may be 
used in hand-fired equipment. _ 

About 60 per cent of the build- 
ings in Webster Groves are 
equipped with mechanically fired 
heating equipment, Smoke Inspec- 
tor Jeff Sappington informed the 
City Counri:. This includes stokers 
and oil and gas burners. | 

Several persons who attended 
the Webster Groves City Council 
meeting Monday night complained 
that rnilroad locomotives passing 
through Webster Groves are the 
worst smoke offenders. Main lines 
of the Missouri Pacific and the 
Frisco pass through the city. 

Other St. Louis County munici- 
palities which have adopted the 
uniform smoke ordinance are Uni- 
versity City, Clayton, Shrewsbury, 
Richmond Heights, Ladue an 
Wergusor.

éost of several million dollars. When further ‘pay- 
ments were refused, a war began in. 1801 and 
dragged on for years. Temporary peace was made 
with Tripoli in 1805, but the United States-had to 


| pay $60,000 for release of prisoners. In June, 18165, 


Admiral Decatur captured Algiers, dictated peace 
and wrung favorable terms from Tunis and Tripoli. 
The British began to take steps against the pirates 
in 1816, but their attacks on shipping did not. stop 
entirely until 1830, when the French invaded North 
Africa. 

This, in brief, is the episode Mr. Roosevelt pro- 
duces as a parallel to present circumstances. The 
obvious differences are so great as to require no 
elaboration. If our long-drawn-out, expensive, in- 
conclusive war with the relatively weak Barbary pi- 
‘rates—a situation arising from the double-dealing 
of European Powérs—is the precedent for sending 
our warships to the Red Sea and risking the danger 
of involvement in a world war, it is one to study in 
all its implications. | 
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BETWEEN HEAVEN AND EARTH. 
The rescue of Marine Lieut. Osipoff by two navy 
men, Lieut. Lowrey and Machinists’ Mate McCants, 
in mid-air off San Diego was one of those deeds of 
derring-do of which the sagas of heroes are made. 

It was a feat of strength, skill and daring to fly 
up under the big transport from whi¢h the luckless 
Osipoff was dangling by the snarled cords of a para- 
chute, to pull him half-way into the ‘cockpit of the 
pursuit plane, to hold him there Safely against 
the -powerful air-wash, and to snip the cords with 
the rescue plane’s propeller blades. 

There is talk of awarding the Navy Cross to the 
two men in the rescue plane. This decoration is 
awarded for outstanding bravery. How can there 
be any hesitation? 
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_ JHE ENGLISH CHURCHES AND WAR AIMS. 
English Catholics, Anglicans and dissenters are 
banding themselves together in a movement called 
“Sword of the Spirit” (see Ephesians 6:17) for 
spiritual warfare against Nazi-ism. That SOS, orig- 
inally a Catholic organization, should have brought 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Cardinal 
Archbishop of Westminster together with non-com- 
formists in support of the Pope’s peace proposals 
may well be almost without precedent since Henry 
VIII and the Reformation. 

Of even greater significance, politically, seems to 
be the trend of English thinking under the im- 
pact of this ethical approach to the war. Take, 
for example, this excerpt frem an SOS address by | 
the Bishop of Chichester: 

The Nazis have a weapon which they wield 
with tremendous effect. It is the weapon of 
the idea. They proclaim the New Order. We 
proclaim no order at all. Our official spokesmen 
have never yet uttered any statement of British 
aims which envisages a situation after victory. 

We stand for a Christian order—a better or- 
der than any of us have yet known. It is not 
the order which existed when the war began or 

| the order which was imposed when the World 

War ended. But the winning of that order is 

the only thing which offers any hope or com- 

fort to the common man, 

Here is an attitude rather different from that 
still prevailing in Whitehall and Downing Street. 
There the world is told that this is not the time 
to state peace aims, that for the present the war 
aim of beating Hitler must be enough. 

Granted, this is no time to determine the post- 
war boundaries of Yugoslavia or the new frontiers 
of Luxembourg. Granted, also, that any treaty will 
inevitably bring to the world something less than 
the Four Freedoms, But surely it is not impos- 
sible to outline attaipable goals somewhere between

Are Naval Patrols Likely to Mean War? 


From the United States News, an Independent Weekly Magazine on National

‘A group of naval and defense experts and 
authorities on international affaires were 
asked this question by the United States 
News: “Is the operation of our naval 
patrols 2000 miles out in the Atlantic likely 
to involve us directly in war?” The answers 
appear below. 


SENATOR TOBEY (Rep.), New Hampshire; Mem- 
ber, Senate Committees on Interstate Commerce, Bank-

TOWN BUDGET UPSET 
BY DEFENSE HOUSING 


Bills Government for $150,- 
000 for Year’s Potential 
Services. 


AUDUBON, N. J., Mav 17 (AP).— 
This South Jersey borough of 8500 
inhabitants today billed the Gov- 
}ernment for $150,000 for a year’s 
potential services, claiming a 500- 
unit defense housing project under 
way here would throw its civic 
machinery completely out of gear. 


The homes are intended for work- 


ers employed in defense industries, 


mainly shipyards, in the Camden- 
Philadelphia area. 

Furthermore, Solicitor J. Claud 
Simon charged in a “statement” 
to the Federal Works Administra- 
tion that its standards of con- 
struction and sanitation were be- 
low the minimum. It wouldn’t be 
so bad, he said, if the houses were 
just meant to be lived in for a 
while and then junked. 

“The people of Audubon are just 
as patriotic as the people in any 
other community,” Simon said, 
“but we do not feel the powerful 
Federal Government should saddle 
on to a group of small American 
homes a burden which would al- 
most double their present tax bur- 
den.” 

He complained that supplying 
the housing project with municipal

R.A.F. ADVANTAGE 
IN SYRIA CLAIMED 


LONDON, May 17° (AP).—The 
Royal Air Force holds the initial 
edge in expanding hostilities in the 
Middle East and intends to use 
its advantage to destroy Syrian 
airdromes which the Germans 
might use as the springboard for 
a drive to Suez, informed Britons 
said today. 

They predictda sharp intensifi- 
eation of R. A. F. activity in the 
wake’ of yesterday’s official an- 
nouncement that German planes 
had been bombed already at 
Damascus, Rayak and Palmyra in 
the French-mandated state. 

There wags no confirmation in 
London of a Reuters (British news 
agency) dispatch from Vichy, 
which quoted Iraq Premier Rashid 
Ali al Gailani as stating that his 
troops were attacking British 
positions at Basra and that a big 
battle was developing. Military 
sources said their latest informa- 
tion was that all was quiet in that 
sector, on the Persian gulf. 

The British considered German 
penetration of Syria most serious 
because of the threat to the oil 
pipeline from Iraq to Haifa, Pales- 
tine, main source of the British 
Mediterranean fleet’s fuel supply.) 
Penetration “of Syria also would’ 
put Axis forces within 250 miles 
of the Suez Canal. ‘ 

The R. A. F. advantage in Syria, 
informed sources said, stems from 
the fact that there are virtually no 
German fighter planes there now. 
They said no Nazi fighters could 
go into operation until consid- 
erable ground staff is built up, a 
job requiring several weeks, 

The German planes now in Syria 
were believed to be bombers and 
troop-carriers flown from Greece, 
1000 miles away, an impossible dis- 
tance for fighters, or perhaps from 
the Italian Dodecanese islands, 450 
miles away, these sources added. 

(The British ‘radio, heard in New | 
York, today said reports had 
reached Britain of increased Ger- 
man infiltration into Syria, includ- 
ing the arrival of 16 more Nazi 
planes at Damascus. The. London 
radio- also quoted Gen. Georges 
Catroux, leader of the “free 
French” forces in the Middle East, 
as saying in a broadcast to Syria 
that “800 tons of bombs and mu- 
nitions, drawn from the French 
stores at Baalbek, in Syria, have 
been sent to Bagdad.”)

Telegraph, which declared: 

“Our air effort failed in Greece 
because the Germans put our air 
fields out of action.

Gen. Stern Seen in Moscow 
With Insignia of General 
Staff Officer.

MOSCOW, May 6 (Delayed) 
(AP).—Soviet Russia is shifting 
some of its most able military 
commanders from the Far East 
to Western frontiers. 

The most notable shift is that 
of Gen, Grigori M. Stern, veteran 
Asiatic campaigner who has been 
commander-in-chief in the Far 
East. 

(This dispatch was written two 
days before the official news agen- 
cy, Tass, reported that one division 
had been shifted from the Far 
Eastern frontier of Manchoukuo to 
Central Asia, but denied any large 
scale troop movement westward 
was in progress.) 

For years Russia has kept some 


| of its best troops in an autono- 


mous force called the “Far Eastern 
Front.” 

With the signing April 13 of the 
Soviet-Japanese pact which estab- 
lished friendly relations between 
the two Powers for the first time 
in a quarter of a century, this 
force has been liberated. 

Gen. Stern, who bolstered Loy- 
alist forces during the Spanish 
civil war, is reported to have been 
seen in Moscow in the May day 
parade, ‘wearing the insignia of a 
Seneral staff officer. 

He was succeeded as comman- 
der-in-chief in the Far East by 
Col. Gen. J. P. Apanasenko, for- 
mer commander of the central 
Asiatic military district. 

Lieut. Gen. M. M. Popov, for- 
mer chief of staff of the First Far 
Eastern Army under stern, recent- 
ly was appointed commander of 
the Leningrad military district, re- 
placing Col. Gen. M. P. Kirponos, 
who took the vital southwestern 
‘post at Kiev.

North's preemptive raise was pe- 
culiar, to say the least, considering 
that he had only three trumps and 
that he could not possibly tell his 
partner held a six-card suit. But he 
was lucky on this hand. East was 
frightened out of his correct bid, 
namely, five hearts, which would 
have been easy to make. (Surely, 
it required no great optimism or 
imagination on East’s part to vis- 
ualize extreme shortness of spades 
‘and consequent heart support in 
West’s hand, aside from the fact 
that West’s double of one major 
suit had strongly invited a re- 
sponse in the other major.) 


West opened the diamond king 
and, seeing the six diamonds in 
dummy and partner’s deuce, looked 
around for the proper shift. It was 
impossible to visualize the four 
tricks that would be necessary to 
defeat the contract. West did 
realize, however, that a diamond 
continuation was out of the ques- 
tion, which reduced the prokiem 
to hearts and clubs. The best 
fense might be to lead a heart 
in the hope that East had the ace 
and that the dummy could be 
ruffed down by heart continua- 
tion, thus developing trump tricks 
for East. There was no assurance, | 
however, that East had the heart 
ace. He might have club honors 
and, in that case, a heart lead 
might be fatal. The deciding fac- 
tor was that a heart lead could be 
made at any time so long as West 
retained the diamond control, The 
club investigation, however, re- 
quired immediacy. 


On this correct analysis, West 
shifted to the ten of clubs. East 
played the seven as the beginning 
of an echo, and ‘declarer won, De- 
clarer led one trump put, when he 
saw the break realized that’ to 
continue would be merely to con- 
cede two heart tricks and two dia- 
monds. He attempted to save him- 
self by leading dummy’s singleton 
heart, but Hast rose nobly to the 
occasion. He ducked, permitting 
his partner to win the trick. West | 
then continued the excellent de- 
fense by risking, the lead of the 
diamond ace, and on this trick 
East dropped his four of clubs, 
thus completing the echo. The de- 
fense now was clear. West led a 
club and East ruffed for the set- 
ting trick. 


Obviously, a heart shift by West 
at the second trick would be fatal. 
East would win but, even though he 
returned a club, deglarer would 
ruff his remaining heart, cash the 
king and queen of spades, and 
then ret’rn to his own hand with 
a club, to draw LEast’s trumps, 
thus conceding only two diamonds 
and one heart.
